* To stert with, be it known that this 
paper and its managing editor are heart- 
ily in favor of voting the additional $300, 
000 bond issue for continuance of the har- 
bor work and, keeping Richmond’s pledg- 
ed word good with the Federal Govern 
ment, PROVIDED— 

That a proviso be incorporated that the 
money is to be expended only in meeting 
theU.S. Government’s expenditures on the 
Richmond harbor project dollar for dollar, 
as agreed, and for no other purpose or 
purposes, unless approved by a committee 
or commission to be named by a vote of 
the people at the proposed bond election. 

AND, Provided further, that some suit- 
able and sufficient pledge be given and 
evidence submitted, that the policy of 
dilly-dally delay that has set Riehmond 

. back millions in money and years of lost 
time in the past be absolutely abrogated 
and stopped forever. 

If these two things are done, the News 
will go to the bat and undertake to show 
to the people that the bonds should’ carry, 
and just why. Otherwise we shall under 
take to show them why they should not, 
and in so doing tread upon some-toes and 
start a conflagration which should not be 
necessary, in the interests of harmony, 
neighborly feelings and the Brotherhood 
of Man spirit. 

We have not time nor space in this ar 
ticle to go into details, and hope it will 
not be necessary in the campaign of ed- 
ucation to be carried on so to do, but cer- 
tain interests who hate anything and ev 
erything in the nature of municipal own- 
ership of public utilities have got to lay 
down on their policy of delay and _hin- 
drance, which they have pursued success- 
fully for five long years past, or the News 
is going to slam somebody ‘over the bean 
witha brick, and then if the price of lin- 
iment goes up we should not be held re- 
sponsible.
